Since previous to this item 
on the agenda, the Council 
by motion of Maddox and 
passed by 5-0 declaring all 
undeveloped land outside of 
Sierra Madre, owned by the 
City, and consisting of some 
922 acres, be named the 
Sierra Madre Historic a 1 
Wilderness Area. Further, 
this motion will set into 
reality the other necessary 
facets whereby man may 
never enter this area and 
destroy its beauty, such as 
plainly speaking, check 
dams, flood control work, 
housing or any develop¬ 
ment whatsoever. 

With these two items 
completed, it is the opinion 
of this newspaper that the 
Sierra Madre Wash will rest 
in its beauty and be undis¬ 
turbed. The people of Sierra 
Madre have arisen, they 
have opposed the Federal 
Government and its agen¬ 
cies and saved the taxpay¬ 
ers some $900,000. The issue 
is now dead, forever. 

After finali z a t i o n the 
wilderness area can only be 
disturbed by a two-thirds 
vote of registered voters of 
Sierra Madre.

For Not 
Paying Tax 

You may be one of the 
50,000 taxpayers who have 
not received your tax bill 
either because there was no 
mailing address in the files 
of the Tax Collector, or be¬ 
cause the bill was returned 
.undelivered by the Post 
Office. 

On Novemb e r 1, 1966, 

Harold J. Ostly, Tax Col¬ 
lector, mailed 1,410,764 tax 
bills to Los Angeles County 
property owners. If you did 
not receive your tax bill, 
notify the Tax Collector im¬ 
mediately so as to provide 
yourself sufficient time to 
avoid a late payment and 
penalty. Late requests may 
not be filled in time to pre¬ 
vent the addition of a pen¬ 
alty. 

To obtain a tax bill, you 
will need your legal or deed 
description. You may call 
MAdison 6-6311, or write to 
Harold J. Ostly, Tax Collec¬ 
tor, 225 N. Hill St., Los An¬ 
geles, 90012, or go to Room 
130, Hall of Administration, 
225 N. Hill St., in Los An¬ 
geles. 

If your taxes are paid by 
a loan company or bank, it 
is not necessary for you to 
request a bill from the Tax 
Collector. 

Failure to receive or re¬ 
quest a tax bill does not ex¬ 
cuse the property owner of 
payment of penalty if the 
taxes become delinquent.

When one commissioner, 
early in the discussion of 
this matter, said disconso¬ 
lately that the youth build¬ 
ing seemed pretty dead in¬ 
deed, revived hope was stir¬ 
red by a statement by Jan 
Maddox that it certainly 


could be again presented to 
the Council, with alterna¬ 
tives on ways to finance it 
(a loan from the city, re¬ 
payable in 7 years, to bring 
the existing budget funds 
of $14,000 up to the $42,000 
estimated for the proposed 
building has frequently 
been mentioned). 

She aoded a comment to 
the effect that some fresh 
ideas could help to sell its 
need. The shock of hearing 
again that the cherished 
plans might not meet ap¬ 
proval from all users, even 
if this is eventually refut¬ 
ed, should certainly stir up 
some “fresh” sales argu¬ 
ments, at least if the fervor 
of the meeting is any cri¬ 
terion. 

So, of course, may the 
current business figures in 
Sierra Madre and the recent 
front page reports of teen 
riots elsewhere in neighbor¬ 
ing areas.

Thanksgiving 


When we look about us, oh Lord, and see the bloody 
flood of war . . . the dark and frightening storms of 
hatred . . . the poverty that rots the granaries of plenty 
. . . the discontent, the aimless protest ... we see little 
for which to thank ourselves. 

But if we lift our eyes we see above the flood the 
bravery . . . within the darkest cloud the spark of hope 
and love . . . amidst the poverty the generosity . . . 
alongside the discontent the yearning for the truth, the 
reality . . . and we know how deeply have we cause to 
offer thanks to Thee. 

All that has been good, all this is good, all that shall 
be good stems from Thy love. And may our thanks come 
in the form of opening our hearts to our fellow men, 
as Thou hast asked us. For as we open them we will 
make more room therein for Thee. 

Smear Doesn’t Pay! 

California is number one in population, scenery, crime, 
wine — and publicity value. 

But this being so, paradoxically, California’s political 
fortunes are still being controlled by the big-shot opinion 
leaders of the Eastern seaboard. 

Consider the just concluded battle for the California 
governorship. 

One of the major issues that contributed to the doing 
in of incumbent Governor Brown was the high-jinks at 
the University of California at Berkeley. It was great fun, 
and great copy, but someplace along the line, a consider¬ 
able number of taxpapers who pay for the University’s 
support decided they were tired of the new concept that 
the inmates should run the institution. 

The administration, not being utterly stupid, finally 
sensed this, and put out the word to cool it, baby. And 
the p.r. machines cranked out the message that nothing 
went on in Berkeley that wasn’t happening in every 
large university in the country. 

But by this time, the UC Berkeley story had been fea¬ 
tured in every national magazine — Look, Life, Time, Es¬ 
quire, Atlantic, Harpers, you name it — as the place where 
the New Left action centered. Californians, reading all the 
national publicity, believed the Eastern writers, not the 
Berkeley apologists. 

Another example, even more significant, was the 
decision of the Brown high command, prior to the primary 
election, that George Christopher would be the tough 
man to beat in November, rather than Ronald Reagan. 
So, the world went out to national columnist Drew Pear¬ 
son to lower the boom on Christopher. 

Presumably the Pearson smear of the former San 
Francisco Mayor, rehashing a thirty-year old run-in with 
law over milk control legislation, cost Christopher a few 
votes, particularly in southern California. But it did two 
other things, with devasating effect on the Brown cam¬ 
paign: 

First, it shattered the Governor’s greatest asset, his 
"good guy” image, revealing him as a tough, hard-nosed 
politician. Second, it made it remarkably easy for Chris¬ 
topher’s supporters to join the Reagan camp after the 
primary. 

And when the second shoe of the grand strategy was 
dropped: when the Brown campaigners set out to destroy 
Reagan as a right-wing extremist, nobody believed them, 
because here were all those moderate, Rockerfeller-type 
Republicans, solidly backing the Reagan campaign effort. 

A lot of forces contributed to the Reagan victory, but 
none more effectively than the Eastern Liberal Establish¬ 
ment, with Drew Pearson leading the pack. 


Summary! 


The strong Republican surge across the country in 
the recent election has focused the national spotlight on 
California and Michigan for 1968. 

Governor-elect Ronald Reagan’s impressive showing 
in California and Governor George Romney’s tremendous 
showing in Michigan are of particular significance at the 
outset of the 1968 presidential election. The healthy Repub¬ 
lican gains in winning governorships and in narrowing the 
Democratic majorities in the United States Senate and 
House of Representatives mean that President Lyndon 
Johnson’s days of easy sailing are over. 

The probable GOP presidential forerunner off the 
elections is Michigan's Governor Romney. Romney not 
only piled up a huge majority himself, but the Republi¬ 
cans picked up five Michigan congressional seats, as well. 

Significantly, Senator Robert P. Griffin, author of the 
Landrum-Griffin act, ran an extremely impressive race 
in trouncing former Michigan Governor G. Mennen Wil¬ 
liams, emerging with slightly better than 56 per cent of 
the vote. Obviously helped by Romney, the youthful, vig¬ 
orous Griffin clearly out - campaigned Williams with a 
strong individual campaign which undoubtedly proved an 
asset in the Michigan sweep, and was not just a coattail 
riidng venture. 

Romney thus is in an excellent spot to try to mobilize 
for the presidential try should he desire. Backstopped by 
able Lt. Governor Bill Milliken, Romney’s flanks are pro¬ 
tected in Michigan and Washington. 

It should not go unnoticed, either, that Romney was 
on the telephone the morning after election talking to 
California’s Reagan, New York’s Nelson Rockefeller, and 
Illinois Senator-elect Charles Percy — extending his con¬ 
gratulations and drumming up GOP unity. 

It is a long time yet to the presidential conventions, 
but the election returns clearly have made the 1968 presi¬ 
dential campaign a much more exciting prospect for the 
voters. Certainly the GOP has reason to be encouraged 
that it can make better than a perfunctory run in ’68. It 
has a strong chance of capturing the White House as the 
race starts. 

This is the way it looks in November of 1966, at any 
rate. How it looks in November of 1967 remains to be

In the later part of 1964, 
President Johnson first i 
spoke of his intent to “build 
new bridges to Western Eu¬ 
rope.” In other words, the 
President was serving notice 
on the American people that 
his administration was go¬ 
ing to expand trade with 
Communist countries. 

Congressman Glen Lip¬ 
scomb (R., Calif.) in point¬ 
ing out the folly of trading 
with the enemy, recently 
remarked: “According to the 
administration’s ‘bridge 
builders,’ there is no harm 
in increasing the export of 
commodities and data to 
the Communist bloc. Every¬ 
thing sold to the bloc is 
labeled as ‘peaceful’.” 

In this writer’s opinion, 
the “peaceful” label could 
be scratched out or, per¬ 
haps, even removed by the 
time the machinery and 
tools,or, in turn, what these 
machines and tools can pro¬ 
duce, arrive n Haipong! A 
new label would appear 
marked, “death for Ameri¬ 
can soldiers in Vietnam!” 

Many Americans, includ¬ 
ing mothers of draft-age 
boys, do not take kindly to 
the President’s build-up of 
military personnel in South¬ 
east Asia while, at the same 
time, indulging himself in 
the hanky-panky game of 
switching labels (—or shall 
we call it “building bridges” 
for the benefit of the ene¬ 
my?)

Congressman Glen P. Lips- 
scomb recently asked the 
question: "Does the admin¬ 
istration really expect that 
the American people should, 
through the use of their tax 
money, finance the sale of 
auto motive manufacturing 
equipment shipped to Com¬ 
munist U. S. S. R. from the 
United States which could 
be used to produce vehicles 
for Communist aggression 
such as in Vietnam and 
elsewhere now and in the 
future?” 

Continues the Congress¬ 
man, “It had long been ru¬ 
mored that the agreement 
by the Fiat Automobile Co. 
of Italy to construct a large 
automobile factory in the 
Soviet Union, which be¬ 
came publicly known early 
in May of this year, really 
hinged on a secret agree¬ 
ment of officials of the U. S. 
Government that we would 
authorize shipment of ma¬ 
chine tools from the United 
States for use in this plant. 
This has now been con¬ 
firmed.” 

The October 1st issue of 
Forbes magazine tells us: 
"Not Many People Want to 
Talk About It, but the Fact 
Is that U. S. Industry Has 
a Major Role in the Soviet 
Union’s Plans for a Vast 
New Automobile Industry. 
Three-quarters of the ma¬ 
chinery that Fiat installs 
for the Russians will come 
from the U. S. . . . It will 
really be the U. S. that puts 
the Russians on wheels.” 

The magazine article fur¬ 
ther states that "this ar¬ 
rangement has the approval 
of both the State Depart¬ 
ment and the Department of 
Commerce.” 

On last September 16th 
the Commerce Department 
reportedly issued a license 
authorizing shipment to 
Moscow, U.S.S.R., of 62 gear 
manufacturing machines 
and parts valued at $2,832,- 
015. This equipment is to 
be used to produce com¬ 
plete gear sets for the main 
drive and diffenential of the 
Moskovitch model 408 auto¬ 
mobile. 

In a recently reported 
radio dispatch from Hanoi, 
a Soviet reporter gave this 
informative newscast to the 
Soviet people: "The port of 
Haiphong is working at full 
capacity. Enormous ocean¬ 
going vessels are by the 
wharves. For several blocks 
around the port one sees 
on every street neat crates 
shining with fresh paint, 
TRUCKS and CARS made by 
SOVIET and CZECHOSLO- 
VAC works. All this cargo 
has come mainly from the 
SOVIET UNION and other 
SOCIALIST (Communist) 
countries.” 

Let’s close this week’s 
column with the “bridge 
builder’s special:” On last 
June 3rd the Commerce De¬ 
partment issued a license 
authorizing selling to U.S. 
S.R. of technical data to de¬ 
sign and construct a glycerol 
plant capable of producing 
24,000 metric tons of gly¬ 
cerol per year. And what is 
a major use of glycerol? It 
is a necessary ingredient in 


the manufacture of explo¬ 
sives! “Peaceful explosives” 
—we hope!
